| have discovered and have now in my collection a 1787 Connecticut 52-G.2. 
This 52 obverse of 1737 has previously been known paired only with G.1. 

The G.2 reverse bes previously been found paired with the Machin Mill "Smali 
Head" Georgivs II] Rex effigy, and no other; in this combination it is desig- 
nated 101-G.2. The G.2 has never been found on any Connecticut coin 
until now. 


The points of differentiation of G.1 and G.2 1787 Connecticut reverses cre 
described in the April 1968 issue of The Colonial Newsletter, page 16, (TN=6). 


The discovery coin 52-G.2 is plated as Lot 334 in the recent New Nether- 
lands’ sale catalog of their 60th public auction. Contained therein is an 
excellent photo of both obverse and reverse for future reference of this 
important specimen. 


It should be noted that the G.2 reverse, when paired with the 52 obverse, 

is @ much earlier die state than when muled with the Georgivs I!] Machin. 

Also the 52 obverse is a much earlier state when combined with the G.] 

reverse. The 52-G.1 pairing frequently exhibits serious clicking of dies and 
edvanced die state of the 52 obverse die.

In no case could any- 
“tng more be deduced, otherwise | would have long ago had materia! for 
a supplement to my studies of American coin hoards. Possibly every such 
instance should have been recorded, but it did not seem then worthwhile 
cs the coins were too poor for variety recording..

Significantly it was from Canada that one of tse early counter- 
feiters came to Vermont, where he claimed to have “greatly deceived 
and taken in the inhabitants.’ He was Peter Saunders, alias John Snuth. 
arrested December 30, 1789, and jailed in Albany, New York, when 
apprehended in the act of passing a false French guinea. His des- 
cription read as foilows: 


His person is tall, somewhat exceeding six feet, his shoulders roundish, his 
tongue flippant, his countenance bold and daring; his dress was a light 
coloured surtout, a butternut ccloured coat, leather breeches, boots, and a 
lizht coloured hat. Alike prep:red to act the saint and ihe villain, at one

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house preaches the gospel of Christ (as he says), with much vociferation and 
fervor, at the next with unsanctified hands, he distributes his counterfeits 
among the ignorant and unwary. 


For some years counterfeiting in Vermont did not reach epidemic 
proportions: in 179i an altered Vermont treasurer's note was discovered 
and counterfeited Vermont hard money orders appeared with a period 
after Le in the word Legislature instead of a hyphen as in true notes.° 
The next year forged hard money orders were in circulation,’ as welt 
as lightweight copper cents, concerning which the editor of the Vermon: 
Gazette (July 20, 1792) humorously commented: “Those that are 
genuine, twelve of them pays six pence, or will make ample, full and 
complete compensation for a nip of grog .. . but it will take fourteen of 
the counterfeit kind to make such compensation.” 

Up to 1802 there appears to have been no large gang of counter- 
feiters in Vermont, though there was considerable coining as well as 
counterfeiting of bills. In Wincsor County, for example, Seth Hathaway 
of Pomfret in 1794 was accused of coining but the grand jury failec 
to indict him; the next year, however, Lebe Beebe of Strafford was 
convicted of passing base Spanish dollars and was punished in accord- 
ance with law; in 1797 Nicholas Allen and John Johason, both of 
Norwich, had iron moulds and a mill with which they fabricated 
Spanish dollars; in Woodstock in 1799 Sewall Osgood was indicted for 
passing false Spanish dollars but he forfeited his bail of $500; the next 
year Sampson Davis of Woodstock got good Spanish dollars from a 
fellow townsman named David Smith with the understanding that he 
would repay him with a large number of counterfeits; as for bogus

Ques. I! have often heard or read references to Machin’s Mill in 
connection with our Colonial conper coins. Where and what was 
Machin’s Mill? J. L., Rochester, N. Y. 

Ans. This was a ‘‘Manufactory of Hardware’’ located near Orange 
Lake, outside Newburgh, N. Y. It was built in 1784 on land owned by 
Capt. Thomas Machin, military engineer during the Revolution, ‘’Hard 
Ware’’ was a common British slang term for copper coins particularly 
of halfpenny size. Machin associated himself with Samuel Atlee, 
porter brewer, a naturalized Briton, James F. Atlee, die sinker, David 
Brooks, James Grier, acting treasurer, and James Giles, lawyer. The 
Principal product was imitation British halfpence; they come with | 
dates 1747, 1776, 1778, 1787, 1788. These regularly have single 
Outlines to crosses in the shield held by Britannia, instead of double 
outlines found on British productions, All halfpence of the last three 
dates so far seen are Machin’s Mill products. A number of die vari- 
eties exist, some quite rare. One of the 1776 coins has the same 
obverse (with spelling CEORCIVS) as is found with the LIBER NATUS 
obverse in a unique muling (1954-55 Std. Cat., p. 41). The reverse 
of many of the 1787's is the same die regularly found badly worn 
with a Vermont obverse (Ryder 13). GEORGIVS obverses are also | 
found with Vermont and Connecticut reverses and also with a badly

worn IMMUNE COLUMBIA obverse. All these are reliably attributed 35 


to Machin’s Mill, as are several Connecticuts (1788-1-1, 2-D and 
16'-D) and Vermonts (Ryder 1, 13, 27, 31, and possibly 18, 28, 
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29, 30, 33, 35). Minting operations were carried on in secret and at 
night; horrendous noises came from the mill, apparently from certain 
steps in preparing blank planchets for the press, and the workers wore 
hideous masks to frighten away the local children. In June 1787 the 
Machin’s Mill establishment made a complicated partnership agree- 
ment with the Vermont mint, Atlee hereafter making dies for both, 
treasurers being exchanged, a common joint stock being set up, etc. 
Possibly half a ton of coppers were coined at Machin‘s Mill in 1789, 
not too much before or afterwards; the partnership broke up in 1790, 
the Mill closed in 1791. A partial account of this cloak-and-dagger 
coining enterprise is found in Crosby, EARLY COINS OF AMERICA, ° 
pp. 190-202; other details are in Simms, HISTORY OF SCHOHARIE 
COUNTY. The original agreements among the Machin‘s Mill partners, 
and the indenture between them and the Vermont coiners, are pre- 
served at ANS. Our good friend Eric Newman is now completing a 
monograph on Colonial coppers, which includes a lengthy section on 
Machin's Mill. This will be the definitive publication on the subject, if 
the present state of the manuscript is any criterion, and we highly 
recommend it to our readers.

THE QUESTION FORUM

Ques. In my collection are several Connecticut and New Jersey 
Coppers that were overstruck on other coins. | also have half cents 
of 1795 and 1797 that seem to have been overstruck on Talbot, 
Allum & Lee tokens. What was the occasion for these overstrikes and 
why were they made? /.S., Denver, Colo. 


Ans. . The half cents of 1795 (Gilbert 5, the common type with- 
out pole, made in March 1796) and 1797 often come struck over 
Talbot, Allum & Lee tokens of 1794-95. These tokens were ordered 
by the New York firm of that name from Birmingham, England, then 
the leading copper coin manufacturing center of the world, since the 
Mint’s output in the first few years was hardly enough to satisfy the 
needs of circulation. In 1796-97 many thousands of them found 
their way to the Mint as part of its perpetual heroic effort to obtain 
good copper. Instead of melting them down, to save time and cost, 
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the Mint simply cut planchets of proper size from them and fed these 
planchets into the half cent press. Occasionally spoiled or misstruck 
cents would be rolled down to something like proper half cent thick- 
ness and given the same treatment. The story of the overstruck 
Colonials is a little more complex. (1) After August 1, 1787, owing 
to the going into effect of the New York state legislature’s Act of 
April 20, 1787, all lightweight copper coins (those weighing under 
1/3 oz. avoir., or 145.8 grains) became uncurrent and subject to 
forfeiture. This had the effect of driving the NOVA CONSTELLATIO 
coppers out of circulation in that state. They were bought up by 
private parties—probably Messrs. Machin, Atlee & Co. of ‘’Machin’s 
Mills,’ the so-called ‘‘hardware manufactory”’ or private mint near 
Newburgh, N. Y.—and many of them went to the Rupert (Vermont) 
mint. Since the Vermont cents were only required to weigh 111 grains 
apiece, and NOVA CONSTELLATIO coppers were usually heavier, 
many of them were fed directly into the presses. The varieties Ryder 
12 and 32 always come overstruck on these tokens, and other 
varieties are reported to occur so. (2) Several of the 1788 Connecti- 
cuts—notably those with Miller obverses 3, 41, 42, 5, 10, 122—-come 
almost always similarly overstruck. We know on other grounds that 
these were not made in Connecticut but at Machin’s Mills for export 
to Connecticut. It was obviously cheaper to use the tokens directly 
(overstriking them with Connecticut dies) than to go through the 
trouble of melting them down, annealing and rolling the ingots and 
cutting new planchets out. (3) The New Jerseys that come over- 
struck on other coins are those that were made in various places dur- 
ing the ‘‘copper panic,’’ July 1789 to May 1790 (after which time 
the New Jersey legislature declared the copper’ coins of that state 
no longer current). Though the evidence is too long and complex to 
marshal here, we know that many of them were made at Elizabeth- 
town, N. J., by. Matthias-Ogden and Gilbert Rindell, and that others 
were made at Machin’s Mill, and that still others were made by 
bungling imitators. When the copper panic began in 1789, the only 
copper coins that continued to pass for a while at something like 
their former rate were the Jerseys, simply because they were the 
heaviest of the State coppers and still sanctioned by the legislature. 
It was thus a simple matter for speculators to buy up junk coppers 
at sixty to the shilling, overstrike them with imitation New Jersey dies, 
and pass them at fifteen to the shilling—four times their cost, or 
quite a margin even in those days!

The following month the public in Philadelphia was warned about 
counterfeit English halfpence, whose circulation in New York City 
had led to a riot there and had caused virtual panic among the 


population. The notice printed in The Pennsyloania Gazette of 
November 15, r 3, read:

Our Readers are cautioned to beware of counterfeit English Halfpence, 
great Quantities of which we understand are lately imported. They are 
of all Kings and Years from King William downwards; but besides being 
of base Metal, they are much lighter than the true Ones. They may be 
known by their Colour, Thinness, and Roughness, occasioned by their 
being cast in Sand. ’Tis said that above Forty Thousand Pounds 
in such flalfpence, have been lately made in England; but their Currency 
being now stopt at home, some evil-minded Persons are buying them up 
to send to the Plantations, The other Provinces are already on their Guard, 
ise be too prudent to give them a 
Currency; since if they can be passed here, our Silver and Gold, to an 
equal Value, will be carried off in Exchange for them, to the Ruin of the 
poorer Sort, in whose Hands they must at last sink; since all Merchants 
and knowing Dealers, will absolutely refuse them.

“The “Tory” Cente What1 is it? 


“Please explain—what is a Tory cent, and the meaning of the term so 
often used in auction- sale catalogues.” F. B. W. Muskegon, Mich. 


The term “Tory cent” is very indefinite, and its meaning grows more 
vagtie as the years pass on. At the time of the rebellion of the thirteen 
States in. 1776, the two great political parties in England were generally 
known as the Whigs and Tories. ‘Democracy, or Liberalism was a weak 
plant and powerless at that time. The voting franchise was restricted, and 
“pocket-boroughs” sent .the great majority of members to Parliament (the 
House of Commons), The great land owners controlled the votes of their 
tenants, and as the polling was open, the voters returned their landlords 
nominee. 
him. These constituencies were. called “pocket-buroughs,” 
lords were said to carry them in their pockets, and practically appointed 
their members—-who were often younger members of their family. 


Most of these landowners were “Tories.” A Tory was a fine old crusted 
Conservative, an ardent sipporter of established institutions in politics, an 
upholder of Church and State, a firm believer in the Divine right of Kings. 


The “Whig” of this period was a trifle—a mere trifle more progressive than 


the Tory to whom he was opposed. The Whigs were the more conservative 
section of the Liberal party—opposed to the “Radicals,” as the more ad- 


vanced section were called. A “Tory” was above all a firm believer in the. 


doctrine of the Divine right of Kings, and this belief was hateful to Wash- 
ington, and the patriots of the Continental States. Against this they had 
risen in rebellion, fought and conquered. ;

A curious historical relic has been recently exhibited at the “Lotus 
Club,” in New York; viz.: a miniature portrait of General Washington, 
accompanied by one of Martha Washington, each painted on ivory, and 
encased in solid gold medallion frame. The portrait of General Washington 
was painted in the Federal camp, during the siege of Boston, by Charles Wil- 
son Peale, and presented to the General. Some years later the portrait of 





Martha Washington was painted, and the two pictures were enclosed in their 


present case with the hair of General Washington and his wife. The 


expression of Washington’s face gives a different impression from that con- _ 


veyed by Stuart's famous portrait—a softer and more gentle expression. But 
it was taken earlier in Washington’s life than Stuart's picture.

colonial series. The claim of Mr. Betts’ of establishing a connection. 
between the counterfeit half pence of 1778 and the Connecticut coins 
of 1788; and between the counterfeits of 1787 and the Vermont issues 
of 1788, is fairly proven ; but when he adds that “ the conclusion is in- 
evitable that all these coins [the counicrfeit half pence] are of Ameri- 
can production” he makes a sweeping assertion with which noone who | 
has taken the trouble to look at all deeply into the subject can possi- 
bly coincide. Without any disposition to criticize this pamphlet, 
we would direct the attention of such coliectors as may have read it 
to the following quotations from Ruding’s Annals of the Coinage of 
Great Britain, which show to what extent the practice of counter- 
feiting the copper coinage and shipping the bogus issues to Ireland, 
Scotland and the American colonies prevai!.d. i771.—‘ In this year: 
the coins were ina most disgraceful and alarming state. * * * The 
copper was as bad as the silver ard wnougn twenty tons were said to 
have been coined in the mint, yet but little was to be seen; the coun- 
terfeiters having destroyed them, in order to promote the circulation 
of their own base money.”—Vol. IL, p. 83. Here follows a long de- 
scription of the prevalence of counterfeiting, especially of the copper 
coin. 1783.—“On the 10th of February in this year, Mr. Fox present- 
ed to the House of Commons a petition signed by several hundred in- 
habitants of Westminster, stating that they ‘were aggrieved by the cir- 
culation of counterfeit half pence.’"—V II. p. 92. 1784.—“The im- 
eon of half pence into Ireland, except such as should be coined 

y his majesty’s mint for the use of that kingdom * * was forbidden 
**”—Vol. IL, pp. 92-93. 1789.—“In this year advertisements ap- 
peared frequently in the public papers, that counterfeit half pence . 
would be received for goods. These half pence are said to have been 
circulated in Scotland.”—Vol. IL, p. 93. 1796.—‘‘In this year the 
copper currency was so extremely debased that meetings were held in, 
various parts of the kingdom in order to consider of proper means to 
prevent the circulation of the base coins.”—Vol. IL, p. 94. 1798.— 
“Tt was therefore enacted that all copper coin not being the legal coin 
of the kingdom * * which should under any pretense be shipped to be 
exported to Martinque or any of his majesty’s islzutls or colonies in the 
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West Indies or America, should be forfeited.”—vVol. IT, p. 98. - Thus 
we find these counterfeit copper half pence to have been the subject 
of agitation in England during a period of many years, embracing 
those especially referred to by Mr. Betts. Such being the case, there 
is no reason to doubt that the counterfeit English half pence which 
are now found dated within that period, were of English and not 
American production. Possibly some of the counterfeit dies were 
purchased by Atlee and Mackin and afterward used by them in con- 
nection with others of their own making; but there seems to be anen- 
tire lack of motive to induce the making of dies for counterfeiting the 
English coinage in America when vast quantities of these wretched 
pieces were being constantly shipped here during a period of 


many years. 


An Excellent Stamp Catalogue. 


Though somewhat out of our province, we would call the attention of 
all readers of the Journat interested in stamp collecting, to the excel- 
lent catalogue recently issued by our publishers, the Scott Stamp and 
Coin Co., L’d., 721 Broadway, New York. This is the 48th edition of 
Scott's Standard Catalogue, No. 1, and we must say that it fully makes 
good its claim to being the standard authority of the stamp collecting 
world. This valuable pamphlet contains 190 pages ; 102 of letter press 
descriptions of stamps both postage and revenue of every country on 
the face of the globe, the remaining space being occupied by 1757 well 
executed wood engravings of the stamps themselves. The catalogue is 
neatly printed on highly calendered paper, and is at once so simple 
yet so comprehensive in arrangement as to meet the wants of the lover 
of detail and the hurried seeker for description or value of any partic- 
ular stamp. Another feature is the system of numbers by which any 
stamp can be indicated by parties desiring to order, thereby entirely 
avoiding the necessity of tedious descriptions, often misleading to the 
dealer and bringing disappointment to the collector upon finding the 


wrong stamp returned. 


But in this, as in all other catalogues, the illustrations must ever be 
the most valuable feature. They form an album in themselyes—one 


-which, if it could be obtained in its entirety, any collector might well 


be proud to own. When one considers that in the catalogue in ques- 
tion are to be found date of issue, color, shape and value of every 
postage stamp ever issued in the world, together with similar infor- 
mation concerning most revenue issues, the price, 25 cents, seems ri- - 
diculously low. ; ;

The Nova Eborac cents, as these pieces are termed, are usually found.

On October 28rd, 1786, Reuben Harmon, J r., presented a 


second petition to the General Assembly of Vermont, then

Upon consideration, the “Assembly ordered that the sole 
privilege of coining copper in the state of Vermont, be granted 
to Reuben Harmon, Jr., for the term of eight years from the.

Ue was required to give bond to the Treasurer, a8 in ease of 
the former grant. The first three years the petitioner was to 
enjoy his privilege free, and for the remaining five years, was 
to pay two and one-half per centum of his coinage to the state.

This new partnership, when fully made - p, consisted of ten 
men, viz: Reuben Harmon, Jr., William Coley, Elias Jackson, 
Daniel Van Voorhis, Samuel Atlee, James F. Atlee, D. Brooks, 
James Grier, James Giles, Thomas Machin. This Thomas 
Machin was an Englishman, who came to America as an offi- 
cer in the British service, sometime before the Revolution. 
During the war for Independence, he entered the American 
army as an engineer, and was employed by Congress in 1771, 
in fortifying the Highlands of the Hudson, and stretching a 
great chain across the river at West Point. | 


At the close of the war, Captain Machin located at Orange 


Lake, New Grange, Ulster county, now the city of Newburgh, 
state of New York. Machin, or “Machen,” as he was called 
in the histories of the time, brought his skill as an engineer 
into private service, and improved the natural features of 
Orange Lake, so as to form a considerable water power and 


develop a valuable property. Ie created an artificial outlet: 


for the waters of the lake, and in 1784, erected a building 
known as “Machin’s Mills,” for the ostensible purpose of be- 


ing used as a manufactory of “hardware.” The real design - 


of Machin, and those with whom he became associated, was to 
establish at Orange Lake, or Machin’s Pond,” an extensive 
general Mint, for the common coinage of copper, either on 
private account as tokens, medals.and so forth, or of an aut 
thorized currency, under contract by virtue of “any Grant for 
Coinage of Money from the United States of America in Con- 
gress Assembled or from the Legislature of any of the United 
States.” 

On March 8rd, 1787, Thomas Machin petitioned the Assem- 
‘bly of New York for a grant, allowing him to coin copper in 
that state, which was read and referred to a Committee, but 
no concession was granted the petitioner. bs 

The partnership formed for working the Mint at Orange 
Lake, or “New Grange,” was carefully organized, and as it ap-

Although cut gold and silver was unavoidable in colonial 
dealings, yet it seems always to have been shunned.

Sir, 


The Government has had under its consideration for some time back, the great incon- 
venience felt by the public owing to the state of the Copper Currency. While the Public Accounts 
are kept in dollars and cents, and all duties of Customs, Excise and Stamps are collected in that cur 
rency, a great portion of the Copper Coins in circulation are Bank Tokens, issued under the authority 
of law, but not a legal tender, and passing generally current.as pennies and half-pennies of the old 
currency. It was deemed expedient to delay taking action regarding the Copper Currency until after 
the receipt of a sufficient quantity of the new Canadian silver coins of 10 and 5 cents, 
having been obtained, it has been decided by the Government, pending the action of Parliament, to 
authorize the various Receivers of the Public Revenues to take the Copper Tokens of the yarious 
Chartered Banks issued under the authority of law, at one and two cents respectively, in sums not 
exceeding 25 cents; and I hare to express the hope that the Chartered Banks, and several Boards of 
Trade, and the Mercantile Community generally will co-operate with the Goyerament in their endeavor 
to secure a uniform Copper Currency. I may observe that other copper coins are in geoeral currency, 
the circulation of which is forbidden by law under penalties. With these eoins it is impossible to 
deal without the authority of Parliament, and it is not probable that even if they should be called in 
at the public expense, they would be paid for at more than ¢or3centeach. The Government can- 
not authorize the reception of these coins at any rate, and the propriety of issuing a proclamation, 
warning the public of their illegality, has been under consideration, It has, however, been deemed 
expedient to await the action of Parliament on the subject, and I venture to suggest, either that these 
base coins should be refused altogether, or received only at fractional parts of acent, I ayail myself 
of this opportunity to request the co-operation of the banks and the public in withdrawing from circu- 
lation the 20 cent silver coins, all of which the Government are prepared to redeem, it having been 
ascertained that the 25 cent coin is more convenient for the publie,

The Chairman announced the subject of the meeting, Informal discus- 
sion and exhibition of the Colonial Tokens and Coins of New York. 
Mr. Edgar H. Adams read the following paper on the subject: 


NEW YORK COLONIAL COINAGE. 


The most interesting of the numerous issues for coinage or pattern 
coinage in New York during the days of the Confederation and previous to 
the opening of the United States National Mint at Philadelphia is the 
famous Brasher so-called ‘‘doubloon,’’ which bears the date of 1787. It 
derives its title from the fact that it was unquestionably issued by a well- 
known goldsmith named Ephraim Brasher, who as late as 1805 was located 
at 350 Pearl Street, New York City, and is of about the same value as the 
Spanish doubloon, which was valued between $15 and $16. The average 
weight of the known Brasher goldpieces is about 408 grains. 

On Feb. 11, 1787, a petition was made to the New York Legislature ~ 
by Ephraim Brasher and John Bailey for the privilege of coining coppers, 
and on March 3, 1787, Thonias Machin presented a similar petition. 

From this fact it has always been deduced that the Brasher goldpiece 
was simply a pattern for a cent to be submitted by Mr. Brasher as a sample 
of the coinage he intended to issue if he received authority from the State. 
The design, which is too well-known to warrant a description, was dis- 
tinctively New York in character. 

There are about seven specimens of this piece known at the present 
time, all of which are in zold. : 

It is a matter open to question whether Mr. Brasher really did intend 
this design as the pattern for a cent. A specimen in copper has never come 
to light, and yet it is perfectly reasonable to suppose that numerous speci- 
mens in that metal would have been struck had the: piece been intended 
for a cent. 

On the other hand, the fact that this piece has an intrinsic value almost 
equivalent to that of the Spanish doubloon, may be something more than 
a mere coincidence. It may be that Mr. Brasher intended to issue a private 
gold doubloon on his own account. He had a great deal of experience with 
gold coins, and his stamp appears on many of the ‘‘Joe’s” and ‘“‘half Joe’s”’ 
of that time on a golden plug inserted in the centre of low weight coins, by 
which means they were brought up to face value. 

In the Colonial days a goldpiece passed not for its face value, but for 
its intrinsic value, and it may be that Mr. Brasher contemplated an issue 
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that would supersede in this locality the use of the various gold coins of 
all countries with which business was conducted in those days. 5 

He may have thought that such an issue, with his full name thereon, 
—BRASHER,—as appears on the pieces known, would be accepted without 
question on account of his name. 

It is interesting to note that Thomas Machim, who also as above stated, 
petitioned the Legislature for authority to strike copper coins, like Brasher, 
was responsible for a similar issue, but the matter of authority did not seem 
to hamper him much, for he undoubtedly struck many coins at his establish- 
ment, which was located near Newburgh, N. Y., then known as New Grange. 
It was at his private mint that quite a number of the cents now associated 
with the New York issues were struck. 

The claim has been made that there was an association between 
Machim & Co., of New Grange; Reuben Harmon, Jr., who conducted a. 
private mint at Rupert, Vt.; the owners of the private mint located at New 
Haven, Conn., and those of the New Jersey mint, located at Elizabethtown, 
now Elizabeth, N. J. This connection is suggested by the resemblance 
between the designs and general workmanship of the several issues. And 
it is a well-known fact that the business of private coinage of copper in the 
several States of the Confederation issued for circulation during the years 
1785, 1786, 1787, and 1788, as money, was confined to but a few individ- 
uals. 

- In one reference to this coinage it is stated that the New York cents 
“Non Vi Virtute,” 1786; ‘“‘Immunis Columbia,” 1787; ‘“‘Liber Natus Liber- 
tatem,’’ and the George Clinton Cent, 1787, all appeared to have been made 
from dies engraved by James F. Atlee, who at one time was connected with 
the Connecticut Mint, and later with the Vermont and Machim Mints. In 
one account it was stated that the Connecticut Mint was rented to a man 
named Major Eli Leavenworth and others, Known as Leavenworth & Co., 
and that there were made at this establishment in New Haven planchets or 
blanks which were struck in New York City with dies belonging to Leaven- 
worth & Co., or those who minted for them in New York City. It is sup- 
posed that all the above pieces were coined at Machin’s Mills. The die for 
the ‘“‘Non Vi Virtute Vici’’ cent was thought to have been a pattern made 
by Atlee for Machim & Co. on his own account as an experimental piece to 
be submitted for adoption, probably before he joined forces with the latter. 

Of further interest is the statement that John Bailey, one of the three 
mentioned above who applied to the New York Legislature in 1787 for 
authority to strike copper coins, was a cutler of New York City. He is said 
to have testified in August, 1789, that he had ‘‘coined Jersey coppers pre- 
vious to April 15th, 1788,’’ by authority derived from an act of the State 
of New Jersey, entitled ‘‘An Act for the establishment of a Coinage of Cop- 
per in that State, passed June 1, 1786.” 

; Thus it will be noted that of the three above named petitioners of 1787 
for the authority to strike copper coins for New York State, two, Messrs. 
Machim and Bailey, were undoubtedly connected with other projects along 
the same line, whereas there is no known association between Brasher and 
any other coiner. This seems to make the theory all the more probable 
that he intended his so-called doubloon as an actual doubloon. 

The establishment of Machim & Co. was in 1787 referred to as a man- 
ufactory of ‘hardware.’ and at that time was known as ‘‘Machim’s mills.” 
In Eager’s “History of Orange County’’ it is stated that “Orange Lake * 
* * was also called Machen’s Pond. Capt. Machen first opened the outlet 
of the pond, and erected a manufactory to make coppers for change and 
circulation. The outlet composes a large part of Chambers’s Creek, which 
supplies the New Mills and other manufacturing establishments with water. 
This outlet was originally the place where the waters of the pond ran off 
at high water. The natural one is further west at a place called Pine Point, 
and the stream from the pond crosses the turnpike just east of Mr.Nathaniel 
PRrewster, between five and six miles from Newburgh. Capt. Machen, we 
believe, was an Englishinan, and came out before the Revolution as an 
officer in the British service. During the war he entered the American army 
as an engineer, and was employed by Congress in 1777 in erecting fortift- 
cations in the Highlands, and in stretching the chain across the river at 
West Point. After the war he came out and located at the pond. His 
operations there, as they were conducted in secret, were looked upon at that 
time with suspicion, as illegal and wrong.”

Crosby’s work on the Early Coins of America also contains the follow- 
ing interesting statement relative to the Machim mint which was derived 
from Mr. Charles I. Bushnell: 

“The Mint House at Newburgh, Ulster County, N. Y., was situated on 
the east side of Machim’s Lake, or Pond, about one-eighth of a mile distant 
from the pond. The building was erected in 1784 by Thomas Machim, and 
was still standing in 1792, at which time the rollers, press, and cutting 
machine were taken out. The coins were struck by means of a large bar 
loaded at each end with a 500-pound ball, with ropes attached. Two men 
were required on each side, making four im all, to strike the pieces, besides 
a man to set the planchets. The metal of which the coins were struck was 
composed of old brass cannon, and mortars, the zinc from the copper being 
extracted by smelting in a furnace. About sixty of the coins were struck 
a minute. The sloop Newburgh, Captain Isaac Belknap, carried for a num- 
ber of years the coining press as part ballast. The coins were ‘made by 
James F. Atlee. Many of them’ bore the obverse GEORGIUS III. and re- 
verse INDE ET LIB. Others bore the figure of a plough on one side. The 
mint ceased operations in the year 1791.”’’ 

In Crosby’s Early Coins of America is given a long article of agreement 
between ten individuals who composed the firm of Machim & Co., for the 
purpose of striking copper coins. These imdividuals were all from Vermont 
and New York, and included the names of Reuben Harmon, William Coley, 
and James F. Atlee of the Vermont Mint. Simms, in his History of Scho- 
harie County, states: ‘‘Whether the long firm of money makers ever coined 
coppers enough to fill the pockets of all the Green Mountain boys; or 
whether they found the business profitable, is uncertain; but from Mr. 
Machim’s papers I am led to conclude they never effected much. At his 
mills perhaps a thousand pounds of copper was manufactured, as appears 
by the papers, in the year 1789; previous to which little seems to have 
been done.” 

Mr. Crosby states that it is probable that many of the pieces now 
classed as Connecticut coins are counterfeits from the Machim mint, and 
that it is not unlikely that the VERMON AUCTORI with reverse BRIT- 
TANNIA, as well as many of the counterfeit halfpence of George III. formed 
part of the ‘‘hardware’’ manufactured there. 

The petitions of Messrs. Machim, Bailey, and Brasher were referred to 
a committee of the Legislature, who reported that there were in circulation 
the following pieces: j 

“First. A few genuine British half pence of George the Second, and 
some of an earlier date, the impressions of which are generally defaced. 

“Secondly. A number of Irish half pence, with a bust on the one side, 
and a harp on the other. 

“Thirdly. <A very great number of pieces in imitation of British half 
pence, but much lighter, of inferior copper, and badly executed. These are 
generally called by the name of Birmingham coppers, as it is pretty well 
known that they are made there, and imported in sacks, under the name 
of Hard Ware, or wrought copper. 

“RKourthly. A very considerable number of coppers of the kind that 
are made in the State of New Jersey. Many of these are below the proper 
weight of the Jersey coppers, and seem as if designed as a catch penny for 
this market.’’ 

The committee estimated that the coiners’ profit on these various pieces 
was: On the British Half Pence, 57 per cent.; on the Birmingham half 
pence, 96 per cent., and on the Jersey coppers, 54 per cent. 

No other consideration of the petition seems to have been made, except 
that on April 20, 1787, the New York Assembly passed an act to regulate 
the circulation of copper coin. This act prohibited the passing of any cop- 
pers in the State of New York, except those of pure copper, weighing one- 
third of an ounce avoirdupois, each, which were to pass at the rate of 
twenty to the shilling of the lawful current money of the State, and not 
otherwise. Any person to whom uncurrent coppers were offered in payment 
might seize and retain the same, making complaint to any justice of the 
peace of the city or county. If the person tendering or passing light or base 
coppers was aware of their base character, such person forfeited five times 
the sum offered to the person to whom they had tendered the same. © 

On Feb. 7, 1788, the counterfeiting of gold or silver coin, was by special 
enactment declared a felony, punishable with death. 
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Some interesting remarks were made by Mr. David Proskey, and a 
general discussion followed. 
Exhibitions were made from the Society’s collection and by Mr.Proskey. 
The meeting then adjourned.

THE MONTH’S MISCELLANY. 


Mr. A. R, Frey has received an interesting letter from Mr. H. A. 
Ramsden of the Yokohama Numismatic Society, a portion of which is quoted 
as follows: ‘‘The dollar and smaller ‘memento’ pieces with the bust of the 
now famous Doctor Sun Yat Sen are often met with in gilt—in fact, those 
in this condition are probably today as numerous as the originals in silver, 
especially the smaller sizes, which are suitable for watch-charms, ete. I 
saw in The Numismatist of the December, 1912, issue, that Senator Acker- 
man of your country, a well known philatelist, had in his possession a gold 
specimen of the Sun Yat Sen dollar. I sometimes wonder if this specimen 
is really of gold, and not one of the above-mentioned silver gilded pieces.”’ 

The catalogues for the sale of Swiss coins and medals to be held at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, by Mr. Leo Hamburger on April 8 and 9, 
have been received. The sale of April 8 will contain 513 lots. The cata- 
logue has sixteen plates. The sale of April 9 has 1913 lots, and shows 
eleven plates. 





Already the counterfeiters are at work on the new five-cent piece, and 
a number of Jeaden imitations have been placed in circulation.

The great collectors of Early American 
coins several generations ago kept careful 
notation of the weights of their specimens, 
but im more recent years this tendency to 
record individual weights seems to have 
been discarded in the mad rush to collect 
quantity rather than study detail. Fortu- 
nately however, the scientific approach is 
now returning, and interest among numis- 
matic students in conclusions to be drawn 
from weighing is definitely increasing. 

In order to make it easier to compare 
the official weights established for the 
several state coinages with the coppers 
themselves, the writer has assembled the 
following compendium as a quick refer- 
ence guide. The progressive increase in 
the official coin weights due to deprecia- 
tion in the price of metallic copper, from 
1785 onward, is quite apparent from this 
study.
